3. PRIOR TO THIS MOST RECENT PERIOD, CASES OF TORTURE DID OCCUR 
BUT THE INCIDENCE HAD DIMINISHED IN RECENT YEARS UNDER GEISEL. 
IN ALL RECENT CASES GUILT HAS BEEN WITH THE AUTHORITIES HAVING 
PHYSICAL CUSTODY OF THE pip ee ior ee ae 
TARY SECURITY PERSONNEL,-AND NOT WITH HIGHER ECHELONS IN THE 
GOVERNMENT. ON THIS POINT, CANDIDO MENDES ASSERTED THAT PRESI- 
DENT GEISEL HAD NOT BEEN SUCCESSFUL EVEN-YET-4N COMPLETELY 
ELIMINATING SO-CALLED "TASK FORCES" SET UP IN Me NATIONAL 
SECURITY APPARATUS. CANDIODO MENDES EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE, IN 
ANY CASE, THAT PRESIDENT GE1SEY/ WAS SINCERE IN HIS STATED

4. REFLECTING THE MARKED CHA RIGHTS CLIMATE IN 
BRAZIL, CANDIDO MENDES SAID THAT, WHEREAS IN FORMER YEARS, IN 
CASES OF ALLEGED TORTURE, THE BURDEN OF PROOF WAS ON THE AUTHOR- 
{TIES TO PROVE THAT TORTURE HAD NOT OCCURRED, TODAY THE BURDEN 
OF PROOF 1S OH THE ACCOSERS TO ESTABLISH THAT 1S HAS OCCURRED. 
IN THIS CONNECTION CANDIDO EMPHASIZED-THE VITAL IMPORTANCE FOR 
THE COMMITTEE ON JUSTICE AND PEACE OF MAINTAINING CREDIBILITY 

IN REGARD TO ALLEGATIONS OF TORTURE. FOR THIS REASON, THEY ARE 
MOST CAREFUL IN THEIR INVESTIGATIONS, AS IN THE RECIFE CASE, 

AND TRY TO AVOID PUBLICIZING GENERALIZED ACCUSATIONS. 
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S. TURNING TO A RELATED POLITICAL MATTER, CANDIDO TOLE ME HE \ 
HAD HAD A LUNCHEON RECENTLY WITH RAYMUNDO FAORO, PRESIDENT OF 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION, AND DOM IVO LORSCHEITER, SECRETARY GENERAL 
OF THE CNBB. ONE PURPOSE OF THE MEETING HAD BEEN TO DISCUSS 
WAYS IN WHICH THOSE ORGANIZATIONS COULD MAINTAIN A POSTURE OF 
NEUTRALITY AND INDPEENDENCE OF THE REDEMOCRATIZATION FRONT AND 
THE MDB IN THE FACE OF CONSIDERABLE PRESSURE AND ENTICEMENT. ALL 
THREE BELIEVE IT 1S ESSENTIAL THAT THE TWO ORGANIZATIONS KEEP 
THEIR INDEPENDENCE AND THAT IT WiLk BE EASIER FOR BOTH IF THEY 
CAN MAINTAIN A CERTAIN DEGREE OF SOLIDARITY, CONSTITUTING THEM- 
SELVES, IN CANDIDO MENDES’ WORDS, "A SORT OF ANTI-FRONT", ABOVE 
PARTISAN POLITICS. 


6. IN THIS CONNECTION, CANDIDO COMMENTED DISAPPROVINGLY ON THE 
TENDENCE OF CARDINAL ARNS IN SAO PAULO TO INVOLVE HIMSELF IN 
PARTISAN POLITICS. HE MENTIONED FOR EXAMPLE “TEMPTATIONS ON 
CARDINAL ARNS TO GIVE SUPPORT TO THE MOB SENATORIAL CAMPAIGN OF 
THE SOCTOLOGIST, FERNANDO HENRIQUE CARDOSO. CARDINAL ARNS, 
ACCORDING TO CANDIDO, 1S ONE OF THE MOST POWERFUL "ELECTORS" IN 
BRAZIL AND THEREFORE AN IMPORTANT POTENTIAL BACKER FOR CARDOSO. 
WITH ARNS’ BACKING, CARDOSO CAN BEAT THE INCUMBENT, FRNACO 
MONTORO, IN CANDIDO MENDES’ JUDGMENT. 


7. CANDIDO HENDES ATTRIBUTES CARDINAL ARNS’ MILITANT OPPOSITION 
TO THE ADHINISTRATION TO HIS RESENTMENT OVER MANY HURTS INFLICTED 
UPON HIM IN PAST YEARS, INCLUDING THE PRIOR CENSORSHIP OF THE 
CHURCH PAPER, O SAO PAULO. WITH THE RECENT LIFTING OF THAT 
CENSORSHIP, HE THINKS THE WAY MAY BE PAVED FOR AN IMPROVEMENT 

IN ATMOSPHERE. CANDIDO SUGGESTED THAT, IF THE GOVERNMENT WOULD 
NOW REMOVE THE PROHIBITION ON THE CARDINAL’S TELEVISION STATION, 
THE CARDINAL MIGHT BE WILLING TO REACH A COMPLETE PEACE AGREEMENT 
WITH THE ADMINISTRATION.
